a Disappointment. 


Paris,'Oct.' 4.—There is considerable 


disappointment in the award of the 
arbitration- tribunal on the part of 
friends, of.[• Venezuela.: Although, they 
are highly satisfied 
that a definite 


boundary line has been established, it 
is felt that Venezuela should have had 
more of the disputed territory. How- 
ever, it was one of the chief desires of 
Venezuela to possess the whole of the 
mouth, of - the 
Orinoco, '• and 
the fact 


that this has been granted through the 
drawing of the line from Point Playa, 
instead of from thejnouth of the Ama- 
cura river, occasions deep satisfaction. 


The award of the -tribunal 'briefly 


summarized means that of the 60,000 
square miles claimed "by Venezuela that 
country obtains only. 100 square mile's, 
formed partly of the marshland near 
the River Barima'and. a portidn'.in the 
interior, while Great Britain retains all 
the forest country. 


Mr. Harrison and M. -Mallet -Preypst, 


who were interviewed jointly, . claim 
that the award gives-Point Barinia, 
with a strip of land fifty miles long, to 
Venezuela, which thereby obtains en-

One of the wonders of this marvelous 
age is the rapidity with which the re- 
mot* quarters of the earth are being 
brought close together

the Russian minister of railroad, when 
Russia's new trans-Siberian .railroad.is 
finished the trip around the world »an 
be made in thirty-three days. When 
Jules Verne, just 
twenty-five years 


ago, 'sent Ihe fictitious Phineas Fogg 
around the world in eighty days this 
exploit was deemed to be as near the 
absolutely impossible as at one time 
Puck's feat was of putting a' girdle 
"round about the- earth in forty; min- 
utes." Two American women travel 
ing in opposite directions, beat Fogg's; 
mythical exploit a few years 
ago. 


When the Russian railroad is . built, 
however, the record, of .their..journeys 
will, in the comparison, seem .like the 
old stage coach and sailing.vessel trav- 
els do today.

3bnKressiprin Xlouttillo at Maine Makes 


an" Important Statement.

"President McKinley's policy on the 


Philippines wajS officially outlined after 
a conference held by him .with-advis- 
ers at the conclusion ol the Dewey din- 
ner at "the .w.hite^ho'use .Tuesday night.

Mr. Bou- 
telle made' this tstatement for publica- 
tion:

sustain' :the.' fruits of Admiral Dewey's 
victory.
